41. White Fir — Abies concolor 
— Needs to be used in place of 
some of the spruces. This 
tree is not overplanted and is 
the best fir for this area. 


42. Hackberry — Celtis 
occidentalis — Large tree that 
does well in dry soils. Can 
et a condition known as 
witches broom,” a broom-like 
cluster of abnormal branches, 
which can disfigure a tree. 


43. Colorado Spruce — Picea 
pungens — Beautiful, but 
overplanted. Will die in 30 
years, due to clay soils. 


44. Honeylocust — Gleditsia 
triacanthos — Excellent street 
or lawn tree that withstands 
adverse conditions. It 
provides perfect filtered 
shade and attracts wildlife. 


45. Gingko — Gingko biloba — 
Plant only male species, the 
female produces an awful odor. 
Excellent city and street tree 
with beautiful fall color. 
Resistant to disease and 
insects. 


46. Shingle Oak — Quercus 
imbricaria — Excellent street 
or yard tree; holds leaves 
until midwinter. 


47. White Ash — Fraxinus 
americana — Can be used as a 
good urban tree if given a 
large enough area to grow. 
Preferred species are Autumn 
Purple” and "Autumn Applause.” 


48. Flowering Dogwood — Cornus 
florida — Should not be 
planted near streets, but in 
the shade of large trees. 
Unfortunately, a new and 
deadly disease has been found 
to attack dogwoods; therefore 
it is not recommended to plant 
numerous trees. 


49. Siberian Elm — Ulmus 
pumila — Ranks as one of the 
poorest trees to plant. 


50. Red Maple — Acer rubrum — 
Excellent tree for streets and 
lawns with beautiful fall 

color. The only problem seems 
to be chlorosis, or yellowing 

of the leaves, which can be 
managed by acidifying the soil 
with aluminum sulfate. 


51. Green Ash — Fraxinus 
pennsylvanica — Can be used as 
a street or yard tree. Dark 
green foliage turns beautiful 
yellow fall color. Buy only 
seedless varieties. 


52. Bur Oak — Quercus 


macrocarpa — This slow—growing 


tree should be preserved when 
building on a site where 
native species are wanted. 
Generally not planted due to 
slow growth but otherwise an 
excellent tree. 


53. Persimmon — Diospyros 
virginiana — Not normally used 
as a home landscape tree. 


54. European Purple Beech — Fagus 
sylvatica 'Riversii’ — Excellent tree 
but has difficulty growing in this 


area due to compacted clay 
soils. Slightly better tree 
than American beech. 


55. Norway Spruce — Picea 
abies — Best of the pine and 
spruce species to plant in 
this area. 


56. Black Gum — Nyssa 
sylvatica — Excellent street 
and yard tree. Not enough 
planted in this area. 


57. American Elm —- Ulmus 


americana — What was once the 


greatest urban tree of all 


time has been degraded to one 


of the worst, due to an insect 
that carries Dutch Elm 
Disease. Virtually all elms 
planted will die in 20 years 
from this disease. 


58. Northern Catalpa — Catalpa 
speciosa — Large leaves and 
messy fruit limit the places 
this tree will look good. 


59. Black Alder — Alnus 
glutinosa — A plant that can 
be grown in wet areas. 
Mediocre species. There are a 
lot better trees and a lot 
worse (cottonwood, silver 
maple, poplar, Siberian elm). 
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TREE TRAIL GUIDE 


Purdue University Calumet (PUC) is well known 
in the area for academic excellence. 

Located in Hammond’s urban section. PUC’s 
grounds are a home to a wide variety 

of tree species. This map will allow our 
beautiful campus to serve as an 

educational experience for you in tree 
identification and proper usage of trees 

in the urban landscape. 


Purdue University Calumet has made an effort 
to incorporate many species of trees on our 
campus grounds. With this guide you can 

view and identify many of these trees. As you 
walk the trail, take time to observe the trees 
and read the descriptive information. You will 
learn why some trees are excellent in a forest 
setting, but are not suitable for planting in an 
urban area. 


& A majority of the tree trail is & 
handicap accessible. 


Highly recommended trees are highlighted 
by a leaf illustration. 


1. Kentucky Coffeetree — 
Gymnocladus dioicus — Choice 
tree for large areas; somewhat 
dirty; interesting bold winter 
habit and handsome bark. 


2. Tuliptree — Liriodendron 
tulipifera — Good for large 
areas but somewhat weak— 
wooded. 


3. American Beech — Fagus 
grandifolia — For large areas; 
leaves persist all year (look 
dead though). Generally not 
recommended for clay soils of 
Lake County. 


4. Flowering Crabapple — 
Malus species — One of the 
best species for planting 
along roads because it will 
not interfere with electrical 
lines. When purchasing 
crabapples, be careful to get 
disease resistant varieties. 


5. Northern Red Oak — Quercus 
rubra — Valuable fast growing 
tree for lawns and parks. Can 
be used for street planting if 
properly planted for its 
sensitive roots. 


6. Pin Oak — Quercus 
palustris — Very intolerant of 
high pH soils. Not adaptable for 
this area. 


7. Sugar Maple — Acer 


{ saccharum —- Very good shade 


tree that is excellent for 
most urban areas with the 
exception of narrow parkways. 


8. American Sweetgum — 
Liquidambar styraciflua — 
Beautiful tree that has 
limited use in this area due 
to lack of cold hardiness. — 
Once tree becomes established, 
its hardiness may increase. 


9. American Hornbeam — 
Carpinus caroliniana — Does 
well in wet soils; nice orange 
and scarlet color in fall. 
Interesting bark resembles 
muscle tissue. 


10. Eastern Cottonwood — 
Populus deltoides — Messy 
tree; no landscape value. 


11. Paper Birch — Betula 
papyrifera — Better tree to 
plant than European white 
birch, but still susceptible 
to drought and borers. 


12. Scotch Pine — Pinus 
sylvestris — Valued for its 
picturesque character; 
however, short-lived (25 
years) in clay soils. 


13. Swamp White Oak — Quercus 
bicolor — Does well on wet, 
acidic soils which are 
uncommon to Lake County. 
Usually found in bottomlands 
hear rivers and creeks. 


14. Eastern Redbud — Cercis 
canadensis — Does best in the 
shade of larger trees. Along 
sunny streets it may have poor 
growth and it is very 
susceptible to a major wilt 
disease. 


15. Saucer Magnolia — Magnolia 
soulangiana — Small tree. 

Late spring frosts 

may nip flower buds. 


16. White Oak — Quercus alba 
— One of the most handsome 
oaks; for large areas; many 
beautiful natives in Lake 
County. 


17. Sycamore — Platanus 
occidentalis — Do not plant; 
very messy. A disease, 
anthracnose, can completely 
defoliate by mid—summer. 


18. Black Oak — Quercus 
velutina — Closely related to 
red oak. Hard to transplant. 


19. Littleleaf Linden — Tilia 
cordata — Excellent shade tree 
for lawn, parkway, and about 
any place a real quality tree 
is desired. Only problem is 
it’s a favorite of Japanese 
beetles.

20. Black Walnut — Juglans 
nigra — Has limited landscape 
value due to its nuts and a 
toxin produced in all parts of 
the plant, especially in the 
roots. The toxin will inhibit 
or kill many plants. 


21. Black Cherry — Prunus 
serotina — Not a landscape 
tree. It is commonly 
harvested for hardwood in 
Indiana. 


22. Butternut — Juglans 
cinerea — Not appropriate for 
most urban conditions. 


23. Eastern Hophornbeam 
(Ironwood) —- Ostrya virginiana 

— A nice medium-sized tree that 
has multiple uses. 

Dark green leaf. 
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24. Chinkapin Oak — Quercus 
muehlbenbergii — Beautiful 
native trees. Generally not 
found in area nurseries. 


25. Horsechestnut — Aesculus 
hippocastanum — Great for 
large areas; leaf blotch 
disease limits its extensive 
use, 


26. Sassafras — Sassafras 
albidum — Seldom,planted but 
may be used as a yard tree. 


27. American Yellowwood — 
Cladrastis kentukea — 
Excellent tree for flowers and 
foliage. Choice shade tree 
for smaller properties.

28. Canadian Hemlock — Tsuga 
canadensis — One of the best 
evergreens for screening. 


29. River Birch — Betula nigra 
— Best birch for landscape, 
with a unique flaking bark 
that adds texture to the yard. 
Easily grows in moist clay 
soils that are slightly 

acidic. 


30. European Beech — Fagus 
sylvatica — An excellent tree 
to plant in many places except 
clay soils in Lake County. 


31. Baldcypress — Taxodium 
distichum — Excellent tree 
that adapts to slightly acidic 
clay soils. Has soft 
evergreen—like leaves that 
drop in autumn. 


32. Dawn Redwood — Metasequoia 


glyptostroboides — Good lawn 


tree; not for use in parkways, 
loses leaves in fall. 


33. Silver Maple — Acer 
saccharinum — Mass 
overplanting has caused this 
to be the worst street tree, 
some communities have over 60% 
of these trees along the 
street. They have poor 
rooting habits which easily 
invade sewers, push up 
sidewalks, curbs, and roads. 
This tree is also susceptible 
to many insects. Its fast- 
growth results in very we 
wood. : 


34. Austrian Pine — Pinus 
nigra — Good screen or 
windbreak tree. Slightly 
longer—lived in clay soils 
than Scotch pine (30 years). 


35. Eastern White Pine — Pinus 
strobus — Pine trees do poorly 
on the clay soils of Lake 
County. Of all pines, white 
pine does best and is 
recommended for windbreaks. 
Pines should not be planted 
near streets; they block the 
view and are very susceptible 
to salt damage. 


36. Singleseed Hawthorn — 
Crataegus monogyna — White 
flowers, has thorns so 
should not be planted near 
sidewalks. 


37. Callery Pear — Pyrus 
calleryana — Beautiful white 
blossoms in spring and red 


. leaves in the fall make this 


one of the most popular 
ornamentals. Branches can 
split very easily in 
windstorms. Stronger new 
varieties are now available. 
Try “White House” or “Autumn 
Blaze.” 


38. Japanese Zelkova — 
Zelkova serrata — Excellent 
street tree that is seldom 
seen in this area. Grows 
large and has a similar 
appearance to elm trees. 


39. Amur Maple — Acer ginnala 
— Stays under 20 feet tall; 
some are almost shrub-like. 
Excellent tree that tolerates 
some shade. 


40. Downy Serviceberry — 
Amelanchier arborea — Small 
tree, may be multi-stemmed. 
Excellent to use in home 
landscaping. Fruit loved by 
birds.
